THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
By H. G. L, Strange 
Direactor— “The Crop Testing Plan” 


For many years there has been @ 
common belief that Futures Trading, 
or what ia commonly called specula- 
live buying and selling, influences 
prices to rise or to fall, 

Cornell University in 1924 investi- 
gated the results of 34 years of spec- 
ulation in wheat, and the Food Re- 
search Institute of Califorma in 1931 
published a very complete study cov- 
ering 41 yeare of speculative trading 
in wheat, The Research Department 
of the Searle Grain Company made an 
investigation of daily wheat prices 
from 1929 to 1937 to determine wheth- 
er Futures Trading or speculation bad 
influenced prices, and submitted this 
to the Turgeon Commission in 1937. 
None of these investigations reveaied 
that Futures Trading or speculation 
had influenced prices. 

Now Harvard University hus just 
published the results of an investiga: 
tion made by Dean W. Mallott, who is 
Chancellor of the University of Kan- 
sas, into the subject of “Does Future 
Trading Influence Prices.” This study, 
Dang Mallott concludes, discioses uo 
trace of influence on prices attribu- 
table to Futures Contract Trading, or 
to speculation in Futures Contracts.” 

So it would seem that now, once and 
tor all, we cap remove from our 
minds the fear that speculation or 
Futures Trading has any bad effect up- 
on price.

To night on the wireless we 
heard several of the Canadiang broad- 
casting their impressions from a camp 
in England.
